Meanwhile the great battle In Rus- 
sian Po-iand between the Vistula and 
Warta rivers continues without defi- 
nite results. The German war office 
states that the Russians were defeat- 
ed in a battle south of the Vistula and 
that 4,500 men were captured. Fur- 
ther south in Galicia the Russians are 
said to have reached Cracow and to 
have begun the siege of that city. 


The whereabouts of the German Pa-

cruisers Good Hope and Monmouth 
off the coast of Chile nearly a month 
ago, has become one of the mysteries 
of the war.

revenue producer, and not by streaks 
of iron rust stretching across the con- 
tinent, or of equipment, much of it 
ready for the scrap heap. 


Read what the Wail Street Journal 


has to -say about the proposition, and 
unless prejudiced you will be con- 
vinced that the scheme is a farce, de- 
manding a needless waste of money. 


"Of all the futile plans in evasion 


of plain public duty, that of ex-Com- 
missioner Prouty seems to inflict the 
last and worst injustice upon the rail- 
roads. There never was a more use- 
less, costly and mischievous piece of 
legislation than that of Senator La- 
Follette providing for physical valua- 
tion of the railroads.

tion in the case of every road would 
be worthless for the purpose of fixing 
rates, to which it has absolutely no 
relation.

desperately needed; when large num- 
bers of employes are laid off; when 
service to the public is curtailed to 
the economical limit; when absolute- 
ly necessary extensions and 
better- 


ments cannot be made, inviting the 
railroads to spend $35.000,000 upon a 
valuation of merely academic useful- 
ness, is an outrage upon the holder of 
American railroad securities, who has 
bought them in good faith, believing 
'that he has the ordinary rights of a 
citizen. 


"The market price of their securi- 


ties is the only correct and trust- 
worthy valuation of the railroads. It 
is adjusted to changes in conditions 
from day to day and from minute to 
minute. The physical valuation now 
in progress is a preposterous waste of 
public money and private capital.1 


REVOLUTION VS. REVOLUTION. 
One of the surprising features of 


•the present Mexican situation is the 
attitude of Pancho Villa, the revolu- 
tionary leader, who believes that a 
revolution should honestly revolution-

• plished they were willing to pause and 
enjoy the spoils of victory, but not so 
Pancho.

made to the poeple enacted. He want- 
ed the divine right of class thrown to 
the winds and the people—his sort of 
people—given a chance. Carranza and

Potted Plants For the Living Room 


potted plants for the living room 
Many lovers o£ flowers who iave 
not the time to bother with an indoor 
window-box, enjoy keeping a number 
or potted plans in the living room dur- 
ing the winter. Some, in .fact, have 
turned a bay window into a small 
conservatory or winter-garden merely 
•by an attractive 
arrangement of 
plants 
in 
separate pots. When 
a 
window-box is filled, the plants must 
be of the same general character to 
be successful, but if one's winter gar- 
den is made up of plants in separate 
pots, a greater .variety may be kept, 
as each plant may receive 
different 
treatment in the matter of light, wa- 
tering, soil, etc., and 
palmg, rubber 
plants and cacti, which call for spe- 
cial handling, may be added. Begon- 
lons, ivy, Smilax and aspidistra, all 
good plants for indoor culture, 
de- 
mand more or less the 
same 
treat- 
ment, as was explained in a previous 
article sent out by the United States 
department of agriculture, describing 
the indoor window-box. 
Those who do not 
have 
gardens 
would do better to get 
potting soil 
of the nearest florist for their potted 
plants. 
Good potting soil may be 
prepared at home, but it usually takes 
considerable care and forethought 
Thosu willing to take the trouble may 
prepare it by using one part of com- 
post, one part good loam and one part 
sand. .The compost should be cow 
manure and good turf rotted together 
Cor a year and turned two or three 
times in the interim. Well decom- 
posed- leaf mould would answer as a 
partial substitute for the compost 
One-twentieth- part bone meal is a 
good addition to the mixture. K the 
loam is very heavy, containing much 
clay, its proportion should be some- 
what diminished. If the loam is light 
and sandy,, reduce the amount of sand 
or in some localities omit it alto- 
gether. 


Potted plants should be examined 
occasionally to see whether 
or not 
the' plant reauires repotting. This Is 
done by holding the hands over the 
top of the pot, inverting plant,and 
all, tapping the edge of the pot so as 
to loosen it, then lifting the pot c^ 
This cannot be done unless the so*l 
is moderately moist. If the ball of 
earth is completely covered 
with 
roots, £he plant should be put In a 
slightly larger pot with new potting 
soil "finned" about the old ball of 
earth by "firming" with the: flngera. 
Then wet thoroughly. 
• A housewife- -who desjres a 
few 
potted plants, but does not possess 
the regulation flower- pots, may pre- 
pare tin cans that-will be quiet satis- 
factory. .Ajsmall hole, should be made 
in the bottom of the can and a piece 
of broken crockery 01- a few Btonei 


put in the bottom of the can before 
the earth is added, in order to give the 
proper 
drainage.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 30.—Per- 
haps no other organization in the 
United states is keeping in such close 
touch with the geography of the Euro- 
pean 'War as the National Geographic 
Society, of Washington. While it is 
furnishing geographical data daily to 
the press, it is itself receiving a 
wealth of geographic 
material with 
reference to the countries at war, 
their peoples, their customs their in- 
dustries, and their geographic history. 
In a communication on "Belgium: The' 
innocent Bystander", William Joseph 
Showalter tells the more than 300,000 
members of the society: 
"The Belgium of today has an area 
less than one-fourth as great as Mis- 
sissippi, yet at the outbreak of the 
present war its population was four 
times as large as .that of Mississippi. 
Twenty-two and a half countries like 
Belgium could be tucked away in a 
state like Texas, and their aggregate 
population would be more than that 
of the United States and Germany to-
